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Tollovlng is translation of Trsnch text handed Colonel fiskn 
today by ealssary of Tarborou^h: 

"Yarborough has been informed by ^ ^ of the formation 

of a United Committee for national Liberty. After a thorou^j^ 
examination of this document presented to Yarborough it 
appears to be in complete contradiction in form and in substancb 
with the decision taken after the meeting between Yarborough 
and Lassiter. Furthermore this Committee excluding other 
emigre political groups cannot be considered as the symbol of 
national union and it might prejudice the solidarity so 
Important to win the struggle for the liberation of the country. 
For reasons already stated Zarborough will continue to firmly 
stand by the declaration made to Lassiter and maintains his 
point of rlew as to the formation of a Committee of National 
Union with participation of all political countries outside the 
country. Consequently Yarborough does not consider it adrisable 
for the moment to declare himself publlcally in faror of the 
Committee, the composition of which was communicated to him 
by 0 reserration must not be considered 

however as a sign of his disapproval as he does not wish to be 
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in Opposition to the Conmittes which le edready formed 
Inasmuch as the latter will be guided by the U.S. In its 
actlritles concerning the liberation of Pizieland, the 
reestablishment of its sorerelgnty and the safeguarding 
of its territorial integrity. On this occasion he is 
once more happy to confirm that hay action in faror of 
Plxieland dereloped under the protection and with the 
friendly support of thejcJ.S. will find the warmest 
reception with him and the moral and material support that 
is indicated in the declarations presented to Lassiter.”
